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Program Notes 


Galliard Bataglia 

Written by German early baroque 
composer Samuel Scheidt (1587- 
1654). Scheidt was the first 
international significant German 
composer for organ. Throughout this 
piece you can hear the two trumpets 
represent the two sides of the battling 
parties. This arrangement is published 
through Hal Leonard. 


Canzona prima a Cinque 

Giovanni Gabrieli was an Italian 
composer and organist. He was one of 
the most influential musicians of his 
time and represents the culmination 
of the style of the Venetian School, at 
the time of the shift from Renaissance 
to Baroque idioms. 


Fugue in G minor (Little) BWV 578 
Written for organ by Johann Sebastian 
Bach sometime around his years at 
Arnstadt (1703-1707). The term 
“Little” was applied to this work to 
avoid confusion between this piece 
and the later Great Fantasia and Fugue 
in G minor, BWV 542, which is longer 
in duration. This arrangement is 
published through Hal Leonard. 


Chorale Preludes #8 — 10, #7 
Written by Brahms and arranged by 
composer and virtuoso trombonist 
Ralph Sauer. This is an excerpt from 
the arrangement Eleven Choral Preludes 
which provided the inspiration for 
the recent Canadian Brass project 


and recording, Brahms on Brass. In 
Sauer’s words, the Preludes represent 
“Brahms’s musical testament. 
Profound meditations on life and 
death, the Preludes can be considered 
the quintessence of his art.” 


16 Waltzes for Piano, Op. 39 
(selections) 

A large portion of the Brahms on Brass 
project consists of the 16 Waltzes for 
Piano transcribed for brass quintet by 
Brandon Ridenour and Christopher 
Coletti. The Waltzes were adapted 
beautifully for brass quintet allowing 
certain voices to emerge more clearly 
than in the original piano editions. 


Ballade No. 1 for Piano 

This terrific adaptation by Brandon 
Ridenour stands between the spirited 
Waltzes and the lyrical Chorale 
Preludes arranged by Sauer on the 
Brahms project. 


Air, from Orchestral Suite 3 

This well-known melody is from 
the second movement of Bach’s 
Orchestral Suite No. 3, often called 
Air on the G String. 


Quintet 

This soaring composition by late 
composer Michael Kamen (Die 

Hard series, Robin Hood: Prince of 
Theives, Lethal Weapon series, X-Men, 
Mr. Holland’s Opus and more) was 
commissioned by the Canadian Brass 


(published through Hal Leonard) and 
has become one of their most viewed 
YouTube videos.

These three Beatles hits are arranged

Canadian Brass 


Five tremendous brass musicians — each 
a virtuoso in his own right — form the 
legendary CANADIAN BRASS. With 
an international reputation as one of 
the most popular brass ensembles today, 
Canadian Brass has truly earned the 
distinction of “the world’s most famous 
brass group.” 

Friends Chuck Daellenbach and 
Gene Watts first came together in 1970 
to form a brass quintet — a chamber 
music setting not entirely new, but 
never before having garnered the 
success and storied career Canadian 
3rass would achieve over the next 40 
years. Initially, Gene took on the role of 
developing new repertoire while Chuck 
was the moving force in marketing, 
publishing and managing the group. 
Three empty chairs were quickly filled 
and together, the group’s imagination 
and consummate musicianship elevated 
the art of the brass quintet to what it is 
today. Here was not only an opportunity 
to explore the possibilities of an all-brass 
chamber group but a challenge to bring 
the sound and the excitement of brass 
music to new audiences. 

_ The varied Canadian Brass repertoire 
features brass standards as well as 


a wide-ranging library of original 
arrangements created especially for 
them. These include the works of 
Renaissance and Baroque masters, 
Classical works, marches, holiday 
favorites, ragtime, Dixieland, Latin, jazz, 
big band, Broadway and Christian music 
as well as popular songs and standards. 
Having started with a very limited 
base, Canadian Brass has created their 
own musical world by transcribing, 
arranging and commissioning more 
than 200 works, including critically 
acclaimed compositions from Michael 
Kamen, Luther Henderson, Bramwell 
Tovey, Don Gillis and more. They have 
transformed a previously neglected 
group of instruments with a limited 
repertoire into a versatile and vital 
ensemble that can play everything from 
Gabrieli to Gershwin! Canadian Brass 
is especially noted for their famous 
Holiday Concerts at Christmastime and 
was at the forefront of re-establishing 
Scott Joplin with today’s audiences 
through their research, arrangements and 
recordings of his “rags” and other works. 
With a discography of over 100 
albums and an extensive world-wide 
touring schedule, Canadian Brass is an 


important pioneer in bringing brass 
music to mass audiences everywhere. 
They have sold well over 2 million 
albums worldwide, with 1.2 million 
sold in the Nielsen Soundscan era 
alone (since 1991). They continue to 
score Billboard chart positions — most 
recently with their rousing recording 
of patriotic songs and marches, Stars & 
Stripes: Canadian Brass Salute America, 
which spent 8 weeks in the Top 25 on 
the Billboard Classical Chart during 
the summer of 2010, peaking at #2! 
Touring legends with an enthusiastic 
fan base, the Canadian Brass play to 
packed houses everywhere throughout 
the USA, Canada, Japan and Europe. 
They were the first brass ensemble from 
the West to perform in the People’s 
Republic of China (where they returned 
for a 5-city tour to great acclaim in 
the spring of 2010) as well as the first 
brass group to take the stage at the 
venerable Carnegie Hall. They have also 
performed in Australia, the Middle East, 
the Soviet Union and South America. 
On numerous occasions Canadian 
Brass has been invited by the Canadian 
Government to play for visiting heads of 
states, becoming one of Canada’s greatest 
resources and musical ambassadors. 
Masters of concert presentations — 
from formal classical concerts to music 
served up with lively dialogue and 
theatrical effects — Canadian Brass has 
developed a uniquely engaging stage 
presence and rapport with audiences. 
Whatever the style, the music is central 
and performed with utmost dedication, 
skill and excellence. The hallmark of 
any Canadian Brass performance is 
entertainment, spontaneity, virtuosity 
and, most of all, fun. 


Millions of television viewers have 
had Canadian Brass come into their 
homes with appearances on The 
Tonight Show, Today and Entertainment 
Tonight and recently to more than 
1/2 a billion viewers for Chinese 
New Year. They have appeared as 
guest artists on Evening at Pops with 
John Williams and the Boston Pops, 
Beverly Sills’ Music Around the World, 
numerous PBS specials, including 
a celebrated appearance on Sesame 
Street, and are frequent guests of many 
major symphony orchestras. Canadian 
Brass were the featured artists on 
the soundtrack to the 1988 film The 
Couch Trip, starring Dan Aykroyd and 
Walter Matthau. Consummate artists, 
the quintet has also created unique 
and interactive videos that have gained 
an international audience including 
a series of DVDs featuring the brass 
in concert and teaching. They are 
on the cutting edge of technology 
offering their fans multimedia airplay, 
downloads and youtube videos and 
streaming opportunities as well as digital 
applications with iPhone and other 
smartphone carriers. You can find them 
twittering and on facebook, their fans 
number nearing 16,000 and growing 
daily! 

Education plays a key role in the story 
of Canadian Brass and each member 
is uniquely attuned to training the 
next generation of players. On their 
travels around the world, they often 
pause for master classes and are more 
than happy to work with students and 
young audiences. Canadian Brass is 
currently Artist in Residence at the 
University of Toronto after having been 
Chamber Quintet-in-Residence for 


many years at the Music Academy of 
the West in Santa Barbara, California, 
and has created an innovative brass 
“mer course at the Eastman School 
ut Music. A vital part of their outreach 
is their role as clinicians and exclusive 
artists for Conn-Selmer Musical 
Instruments, conn-selmer.com/. The 
Brass perform exclusively on a set of 
24K gold-plated Artisan Bach and Conn 
horns, and their support of education 
is also clearly viewed in their outreach 
and interaction with El Sistema, the 
acclaimed global music education 
program in Venezuela and their in their 
new partnership and commitment to the 
Conn-Selmer Institute, csinstitute.org/. 
In conjunction with the Hal Leonard 
Corporation, the Canadian Brass have 
also made available an extensive library 
of brass music for performers of all 
levels as well as learning tools, all in 
conjunction with the Hal Leonard 


Corporation, halleonard.com/ 

Since 1998 Canadian Brass has been 
a recording artist at Opening Day 
Entertainment Group releasing 20 CDs 
on the label with their next recording 
to be released in January of 2012 by 
classical music retailer ArkivMusic. 
com.Their Opening Day CDs and 
DVDs are distributed in the US by 
eOne Entertainment and in Canada by 
Universal Music Canada.

Biographies 


CHUCK 
DAELLENBACH 
has brought music, 
imagination 

and humour to 
Canadian Brass 
since the group was 
formed in 1970. Playing a key role in all 
of the group’s groundbreaking projects, 
world travels and on over 90 recordings, 
Chuck and his gold-plated tuba are 

the bedrock of the massive Canadian 
Brass repertoire — from Baroque to 

jazz. Chuck comes from a long line 

of German and Swiss musicians and, 
during his upbringing in Wisconsin, his 
father gave him daily music lessons. After 





earning a Ph.D. at the age of 25 from the 
Eastman School of Music, Chuck headed 
north to teach music at the University of 
Toronto. His academic plans were soon 
derailed when he met trombonist Gene 
Watts who had plans for a unique brass 
quartet — now a quintet with Chuck on , 
tuba. Among Chuck’s various projects 

is a series of 200 brass works published 
by Hal Leonard, many accompanied by 
CDs, played by music students around 
the world. He is President of Opening 
Day Entertainment Group, the group’s 
recording label, as well as Canadian 

Brass Publishing Inc. When not on tour, 
Chuck is at home in Toronto with his 
wife Mary Beth and their two sons. 


ACHILLES 
LIARMAKO- 
POULOS is the 
newest member

Brass. Achilles, a 
native of Greece, 

is an established and award-winning 
trombone soloist dedicated to 
performing new pieces and important 
works revived from the archives as well 
as standard repertoire.
